toria for five yean, or even two, and had come 
bark again. you would be amazed at the changes that 
this period ha, brought here—changet that we are apt 
to underestimate in watching the phenomenal growth 
of our great neighbor. Vancouver. A drive around 
Victoria's waterfront, through its residential districts 
and out into the suburban outskirts, wwuld be a revela¬ 
tion to you, as it wwuld be to many people who have 
been living here continuously. 

Almost without realizing it, Victoria has changed 
its enlue aspect in half a decade. All the old boun¬ 
daries of the years following the war have been passed 
now, nnd the city is thrusting out in every direction. 
Large areas in Saanich, which were growing crops and 
support** dairy cows a few years ago, are dotted with 
substantial homes. All the remaning land in Oak 
Bay is rapidly filling up with new houses. In the 
Uplands, virtually empty in 1920. the demand for 
budding property has been so strong that it has been 
nocetsary to build new roads through the virgin oak 
forests. From the Vancouver boat you can see hand¬ 
some homes clotting Ten-mile Point where, not'long 
ago, there was no sign of any habitation. And closer 
to the centre of the city, large properties are being sub¬ 
divided to make room for those who like to be within 
walking distance of their business. 

Equally important to the city as the extent of this 
construction is the quality of it. Inferior buildings 
could easily ruin the outlook of Victoria and mar a 
landscape of unique beauty. Happily the homes 
which haw been built in the last few yeara and which 
display an artistry and an imagin-
